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MAGIC Drum provides drumming workshops 
and rhythm-based training for school, commu¬ 
nity and corporate clients across the South of 
England. 

The magic drum concept was conjured up by 
Dorchester born Ralph Cree and co-founder Glyn 
Bush. Both are skilled workshop facilitators with 
a wealth of experience as teachers and profes¬ 
sional musicians, with expert knowledge of 
Samba, Brazilian and African rhythms and the 
music of Cuba and Jamaica. 

Here Ralph tells us all about drumming and ex¬ 
plains what's so"magic"about group drumming. 

Ralph is 34-years-old and lives in Owermoigne 
with his partner Dizzi Dulcimer and their dog Jeff. 

Magic drum are available to do workshops with 
your group or organisation and the Magic Drum 
Orchestra is available to perform at events. 


■ HOW did you come across drumming? 

When I was five I learned piano at school, but I went off 
it quite quickly. I didn’t do any music again until I was 
13-years-old when my school were offering a terms free 
tuition for any instrument and my parents said I should 
take the opportunity. I chose the rock drums and loved it 
straight away. When I was 161 was drummer in my first 
band which was called Bunga and included Chris Martin 
from Coldplay. 

■ HOW did you come to be good at so many styles 
of drumming? 

My first teacher was a military drummer, which was a 
good starting point. Then I went travelling throughout 
India and South East Asia and came across lots of differ¬ 
ent cultural drumming styles. When I went to university 
in London to study World Music and Religion I became 
familiar with even more drumming styles such as 
African, Cuban and Brazilian Samba drumming. 

■ HOW did Magic Drum come into being? 

When I finished university I moved back to Dorset where 
I bumped into Glyn Bush who had started a band called 
“Lightning Head”. He recruited me to play percussion 
and part of that included Brazilian Samba drumming. The 
band lasted about year and then Glyn and I decided we’d 
start teaching Samba drumming. That was back in 2004. 
So, we went on an Arthur Hull training weekend. Arthur 
is like the Grandaddy of the Drum Circle movement. The 
course we did was on drum circle facilitation which is 
about informal, in the moment drumming - like jamming 
with drums. The facilitator acts like a conductor so it’s 



not just a free for all. Everyone’s improvising so the fa¬ 
cilitator orchestrates it so it’s not complete chaos. The 
music just starts happening. 

■ AND how have things moved on since then? 

We got hooked on the idea of using drumming as a way 
to build communities. We started doing dmm circle work¬ 
shops at Dorchester Arts Centre once a month and that’s 
when we really became Magic Drum. I bought a load of 
African and Brazilian drums and percussion, and did our 
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first drum circle and 75 people showed up - all ages, from 
toddlers to people in their 80s. We still do those work¬ 
shops but only four times a year now because other things 
have also taken off. Now I teach drums in schools and do 
corporate and team building workshops for all sorts of 
businesses, organisations and community groups. I also 
teach music technology and do a small amount of paid 
performing. 

■ TELL us about the performance section of Magic 
Drum? 

The Magic Drum Orchestra is a 20 piece professional 
Samba band. This summer we are already booked to play 
at the Larmer Tree festival in Dorset and at “Cloud 
Cuckoo Land” which is held near Cheddar in Somerset. 
We have played at Big Chill, Camp Bestival and lots of 
local festivals and we also do workshops. 

■ WHAT is so "magic" about drumming? 

Lrom my experience of group drumming I can honestly 
say that if I’ve had a hard day and then do a couple of 
hours of drumming then it makes me feel very alive. 
There’s loads of research to show the link between well¬ 
ness and drumming; it boosts the immune system, re¬ 
lieves stress.. .group drumming that is. 

■ WHAT do you say to people who think they have 
got no rhythm? 

I have never met anyone with no rhythm. We work with 
people who may feel sheepish about trying or have never 
played an instrument before but within five minutes we 
have them playing and smiling. It’s never not happened.

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Council to reclaim lucrative car 
park after new three-year lease

THE lucrative Monmouth 
Beach car park, with tak¬ 
ings in excess of £250,000 
a year, will be returning to 
the control of Lyme Regis 
Town Council in 2015. 

Members of the Strategy 
and Policy Committee 
agreed at their meeting last 
week to offer a new three- 
year lease to West Dorset 
District Council. 

The motion, which also 
sees a new three-year lease 
on the Tourist Information 
Centre, was appoved with 
only two dissenting voices 
- councillors Michaela 
Ellis and Ann Bradbury. 

The existing ten-year 
lease runs out at the end of 
this month and the town 
council had given notice to 
the district council that 
they intended to take back 
the car park. 

However, the district 
council said that they 
would invoke a penalty 
clause under the Landlord 
and Tenant Act if they lost 
revenue from the car park 
which would cost the town 
council £93,000. 

The district also made it 
clear that if the lease was 
not renewed they might be 
forced to close the TIC and 
the public toilets at the 
Cobb. 

The debate was started 
by committee chairman 
Mark Gage who led the 


negotiations with the dis¬ 
trict council. 

In a statement (repro¬ 
duced in full here) he said: 
“Before considering the 
report in front of you 
tonight and the recommen¬ 
dations contained within it, 
I would like to make a few 
introductory remarks. 

“It is vital to the success 
of any organisation, and 
doubly so for a small town 
council to plan, and not be 
at the mercy of events, 
constantly having to react 
to situations rather than 
control events, in order 
that we can work towards 
a favourable and beneficial 
outcome. 

“The recommendations 
for consideration are 
aimed at doing just that, to 
give this council a short 
period, three years can 
only be seen as such in the 
area of local government, 
to plan for the return of the 
Monmouth Beach car park 
and any consequential 
events that are associated 
with its return. Let’s be 
clear on one thing, the in¬ 
tention is to take back the 
car park in 2015 and we 
have been very open with 
West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil on this issue; there is a 


clear understanding be¬ 
tween both parties that this 
is the way forward. 

“Let nobody tell you that 
this is a simple matter. 
Certainly it is clear the car 
park delivers a substantial 
income, but is not all 
profit, with it comes sub¬ 
stantial costs. When you 
then link in the Tourist In¬ 
formation Centre, the 
town’s public conven¬ 
iences, and other poten¬ 
tially linked land issues, it 
is a very complex picture. 

“WDDC have made it 
clear to us from the outset 
that to take back the car 
park immediately would 
put at a substantial risk the 
TIC and public conven¬ 
iences. 

“I believe it would also 
make it difficult to find the 
spirit of co-operation we 
need to successfully re¬ 
solve the other outstanding 
land issues in the area, all 
of which have the potential 
to severely jeopardise the 
continued successful oper¬ 
ation of community groups 
that are key to the town 
and have their activities lo¬ 
cated near the beach. 

“Clearly if we took back 
the car park at the end of 
the month the TIC and toi-

lets would not close imme¬ 
diately, but what is clear is 
that these services, which I 
am sure we would all 
agree are vital to the ongo¬ 
ing success of our town, 
would face a very uncer¬ 
tain future, and could be 
subject to closure at very 
short notice. 

“This agreement delivers 
three years of certainty for 
those services. The heads 
of service in the report 
commits WDDC to bind¬ 


ing service levels to ensure 
that we get the at least the 
same type, amount and 
quality of service for the 
next three years, this is a 
fundamental principle at 
the heart of the agreement. 

“Another key part of the 
agreement is to remove the 
existing termination 
penalty clauses in the lease 
agreed by a previous ad¬ 
ministration. This is a sub¬ 
stantial concession from 
WDDC, we are not mealy 
delaying the day when the 
town will have to pay this 
sum, we have negotiated it 
away; it is a liability that 
we can now remove from 
our books. 

“In summary I believe 
that the recommendations 
before you give us time to 
work with WDDC on how 
best we can provide these 
services in the future. 
Whilst guaranteeing those 
services while we reach 
agreement on their long 
term future, in preparation 


for the return of the car 
park in 2015. 

“As I said earlier it’s all 
about giving us time to 
shape events, planning ac¬ 
cordingly and not always 
being on the back foot and 
having to react to those 
events.” 

During the public forum 
session, former councillors 
Peter and Stan Williams 
expressed their disappoint¬ 
ment that the council had 
not taken back the car 
park. 

Councillor Michaela 
Ellis opposed the motion, 
maintaining the council 
would be better off paying 
the £93,000 penalty, which 
would still give the council 
a profit in year one, as well 
as £250,000 in each of the 
succesive years. 

Councillor Ellis stressed 
that the lease for the TIC 
and lease for the car park 
were never intended to be 
one deal. 


Councillor reported for failing 
to declare interests in the Hub 


A NEW Lyme Regis coun¬ 
cillor was reported to the 
Standards Committee of 
West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil for failing to withdraw 
from meetings in which he 
had a personal and prejudi¬ 
cial interest. 

The complaint alleged 
that Councillor Mark 
Gage, chairman of the 
town council’s most pow¬ 
erful committee, Strategy 
and Policy, had breached 
section 12(a) of the town 
council’s Code of Conduct 
on two counts by failing to 
withdraw from two meet¬ 
ings when funding for The 
Hub youth club was dis¬ 
cussed, which he had per¬ 
sonal and prejudicial 
interests in. At the time of 
the breaches, Councillor 
Gage was chairman of The 
Hub’s Development Com¬ 
mittee but had since stood 
down from this position. 

The meetings in question 
were a extraordinary meet¬ 
ing of the town council 
held on June 28th 2011, 
just over a month after 
Councillor Gage won a 
seat, and a Strategy and 
Policy Committee meeting 
on July 20th. 

Councillor Gage previ¬ 
ously served eight years on 
Hillingdon Council in 
Greater London. 


West Dorset District 
Council Legal and Demo¬ 
cratic Manager, Glen 
Harding, confirmed that 
the complaint, from an un¬ 
named resident, had been 
considered by the council’s 
Standards Committee. 

Mr Harding said: “The 
local investigation was 
carried out by West Dorset 
District Council’s Moni¬ 
toring Officer Roger 
Greene and his report 
which covered both meet¬ 
ings was considered by the 


district council’s Standards 
Committee on Lebruary 
8th 2012. 

“Having considered the 
report, the Standards Com¬ 
mittee found that Council¬ 
lor Gage had breached the 
council’s Code of Conduct 
in respect of the above 
meetings but decided to 
take no further action on 
the matter as Councillor 
Gage had received subse¬ 
quent training and made a 
full apology in respect of 
his actions.”

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Continuity of care a 
concern for future 
of medical centre

CONTINUITY of care 
was the main concern of 
Lyme Regis Medical Cen¬ 
tre patients, who attended 
meetings on Thursday to 
discuss the future of the fa¬ 
cility. 

Following the controver¬ 
sial eviction of Dr Ian 
Conway from the medical 
centre after a long-running 
dispute over the ownership 
of the building, which 
ended in the High Court, a 
temporary contract was 
given to Dr Forbes Wat¬ 
son, which expires in No¬ 
vember. 

The Primary Care Trust 
(PCT) is now looking to 
offer a long-term, single 
contract covering GP serv¬ 
ices at the medical centre, 
as well as community 
services open to all pa¬ 
tients of the medical cen¬ 
tre, Lyme Bay Medical 
Practice at Kent House and 
Charmouth Medical Cen¬ 
tre. These services include 
community nursing, thera¬ 
pies, school nursing and 
primary mental health 
services. 

Under European Union 
regulations, the £1.6-£1.7 
million a year contract will 
be open to anyone to bid 
for, including national 
healthcare companies such 
as Virgin Healthcare or 
Tesco, remote GP 
providers (doctors from 
other places who have 
formed themselves into 
businesses) and local doc¬ 
tors working in partner¬ 
ship. 

Lease change 

One significant change is 
that the lease for the med¬ 
ical centre, owned prima¬ 
rily by doctors Andrew 
Llewellyn and Lindsay 
Slater, will be held by the 
PCT not the company or 
doctors who win the con¬ 
tract, as was the case in the 
past with Dr Conway. 

Two meetings, organised 
by LymeForward, were 
held to discuss the future 
of the medical centre at 
Lyme Regis Baptist 
Church on Thursday, with 
about 70 residents attend¬ 
ing the afternoon meeting 
and a further 30 residents 
attending in the evening. 
The meetings were led by 
Nikki Osborne, NHS 
Dorset’s deputy director of 
commissioning for pri¬ 
mary care, alongside Jane 
Pike and Andrew Morris 
from NHS Dorset. 

Ms Osborne said this 
type of contract was “quite 
unique” as it was unusual 
to see such a breadth of 
community services of¬ 
fered alongside regular GP 
services. She emphasised 
that they were not looking 
to make changes to the 
services offered or disin- 
vest in the medical centre. 


She said: “I’m sure you 
all use the services and 
they are very dear to your 
heart, which is testament 
to why so many of you 
have come today. We’re 
not looking to make any 
service changes but we 
want to get a flavour of 
what’s really important to 
you and ensure services 
are provided in the best 
possible way.” 

Unsatisfactory 

One of the main con¬ 
cerns that residents raised 
was the current lack of 
continuity of care. Peter 
Bean said: “What we want 
to know really, everyone 
in this room, is about the 
stability of doctors. Often 
when you make an ap¬ 
pointment you are told the 
doctor you want to see is 
away or on leave. How 
many doctors will be pro¬ 
vided?” 

Ms Osborne asked if Mr 
Bean was getting the con¬ 
tinuity of care he wanted, 
to which he replied “no 
way”. 

One resident complained 
they did not know who 
any of the new doctors 
were and another de¬ 
scribed the lack of conti¬ 
nuity of care as 
“unsatisfactory”. 

Uplyme resident Chris 
Boothroyd asked: “What 
flexibility do you have 
under the EU regulations? 
In the good old days there 
were partnerships - doctors 
became partners in their 
practice and you knew 
who they were.” 

He suggested two to four 
doctors invested in the 
contract to form a partner¬ 
ship, adding: “If a big 
company won the contract 


you would never know 
who was going to be 
there.” 

Ms Osborne said: “We 
can’t specify the type of 
healthcare provider that 
bids for the contract be¬ 
cause of EU regulations. 
But what I can take from 
that is that you want who¬ 
ever wins the contract to 
be locally responsive, ac¬ 
countable and provide 
continuity.” 

Other concerns included 
what would happen to the 
current staff at the medical 
centre. Residents were told 
that the staff had the right 
to transfer over to the new 
contract if they chose to do 
so. Some residents also 
asked if Dr Conway could 
return but Ms Osbourne 
just repeated that they 
could not specify what 
type of healthcare provider 
could apply. 

In the evening meeting, 
residents also suggested 
that the new healthcare 
provider should be asked 
to have open book ac¬ 
counting, meaning the 
public could see their ac¬ 
counts, what they were 
spending money on and 
what they were making 
profit on. 

Residents at the meet¬ 
ings were encouraged to 
fill in questionnaires about 
their thoughts on how the 
medical centre could be 
improved in the future. 
These questionnaires can 
also be picked up at the 
medical centre, Lyme Bay 
Medical Practice in Kent 
House and at Charmouth 
Medical Centre, or on the 
NHS Dorset website. 


Extensions could help 
with housing shortage 

HOUSES in Queen's Walk could be extended as a so¬ 
lution to the lack of larger, affordable houses for 
growing families in Lyme Regis. 

The two-bedroom Magna houses at the bottom of 
Queen's Walk could be extended to create three- 
bedroom homes. 

The idea came from LymeForward after one of the 
houses was extended to create an extra bedroom. 
Speaking at last week's LymeForward meeting, co¬ 
ordinator Ellen Rooke explained that the houses cur¬ 
rently consisted of two bedrooms and a "box room", 
too small to fit a bed. The extension would create a 
porch-sized room downstairs and make the "box 
room" upstairs large enough for a bedroom. 

After one of the houses was extended, LymeFor¬ 
ward approached Magna Housing with the idea and 
was told they were interested. Local building com¬ 
panies are now being approached for quotes and Ms 
Rooke said she hoped a community group of 
builders could be formed to build the extensions at 
a cheaper price than usual.

COUNTY councillors met last week to decide the 
fate of nine libraries across Dorset under threat of 
closure, including Charmouth. 

The Cabinet noted that it would be impossible for 
the Friends of Charmouth Library to take over the 
running of the building unless the roof and heating 
system were put in good order before the official 
handover in September, which it was agreed to do. 

However, further requests for set-up grants were 
turned down, meaning the community of Charmouth 
will have to raise funds themselves to refurbish the 
damp-stained interior of the library, buy new furni¬ 
ture needed to create an internet cafe and finance all 
the costs involved while the library is established. 

Hazel Robinson, chairman of the Friends of Char¬ 
mouth Library, said: “The Friends have every inten¬ 
tion of meeting the challenge as they can already see 
that the activities they are introducing are going to 
be of real benefit to residents and visitors. 

“For example, the first ever Rhymetime was held 
in the library on March 9th (and will be held regu¬ 
larly every Friday at 9.30am). This session was a 
great success with 11 children attending with their 
parents, including two who were visiting Charmouth.

REALTIME INFORMATION 

Preparing You 

HMRC have confirmed that the Real Time Information 
(RTI) system will go ahead as planned. RTI is designed 
to improve the operation of Pay As You Earn (PAYE): 
For a small number of employers this means the new 
system will commence from April 2012, with a full 
migration to RTI bv all employers before October 
2013. 

What is RTI? 

RTI is the new system for reporting pay, tax, Nl and 
other details direct to HMRC every time an employee 
is paid, rather than at year end as it happens now. 

RTI is being implemented to reduce the number of 
coding errors, to allow HMRC to chase late payments 
more effectively and to replace the stressful end of 
year P35 submission. RTI will also be a key factor in 
the introduction of Universal Credits, which is the 
biggest overhaul of the benefits system since the 
1940s. 

So far HMRC has identified over 100 potential pieces 
of information to be transmitted over the RTI 
programme and roughly 80% of these are directly 
relevant to most employers. However as the RTI 
system is still under development the final list may be 
longer. 

What does RTI mean for your business? 

RTI will require employers to transmit details of pay¬ 
ments, deductions and other details, along with 
additional information including number of hours 
worked, via the internet using the Government 
Gateway or Electronic Data Interchange (EDI). The 
preferred BACS Channel is still under review. 

As part of the migration employers will have to go 
through a process called 'Payroll Alignment'. This is a 
process to make sure that the data held by the 
employer and the data held by HMRC is in agreement. 


The precise alignment submission will depend on the 
individual employers'circumstances, but for small - 
medium employers this will be a Full Payment 
Submission (FPS). Details of all employees, current 
and leavers in the tax year, including full name, 
address, date of birth and possibly passport details. 

These changes will have a big impact on small 
employers to ensure that they meet with the new 
requirements. Commercial software developers are 
busy updating their payroll packages to comply with 
all HMRC's stringent conditions; this will inevitably 
lead to an increase in software charges. 

This is not something that can be ignored or left 
until the last minute, it requires forward planning. 
Improving your payroll data quality is vital for a 
successful transition to RTI. Data quality problems are 
caused by holding the incorrect information about an 
individual. 

We anticipate that this new system will be difficult for 
many small employers to comply with and 
consequently they will be forced to outsource their 
payroll function.

Lyme Matters

T HE debate on 
the granting of a 
new lease on the 
lucrative Monmoth 
Beach car park was 
one of the best I have 
heard in the Lyme 
Regis council chamber 
since the election of a 
new town council last 
May. 

Although a one-sided 
debate, there was 
plenty of reasoned, 
well thought-through 
arguments with few if 
any snide remarks. 

Why is this such an 
important matter? Be¬ 
cause the revenue 
from the Monmouth 
Beach car park ex¬ 
ceeds £250,000 a year, 


that’s more than twice 
the amount the town 
council gets from our 
council tax payments. 

I have a vested interest 
in this park as I was 
mayor when the original 
lease was granted to 
West Dorset District 
Council in the mid-1980s. 
The two authorities had 
been arguing for ten 
years over the owner¬ 
ship of various proper¬ 


ties and I was of the 
opinion it was time the 
disagreements stopped 
so that we could get on 
with running the town. 

It was not a univer¬ 
sally popular decision 
and I well remember 
Stan Williams accusing 
me of “signing away my 
birth right” when I put 
my name to the docu¬ 
ment. 

A subsequent ten-year 


lease on the car park ex¬ 
pires at the end of this 
month and the town 
council had given WDDC 
notice that they intended 
to take back the car 
park. 

Several months of dis¬ 
cussion took place before 
a recommendation to 
last week’s Strategy and 
Policy Commitee to offer 
a new three-year lease 
with WDDC being told 


that the town council 
would definitely be tak¬ 
ing back the park in 
2015. 

One influencing factor 
was that the town coun¬ 
cil would have to pay a 
penalty of £93,000 to the 
district council under 
the Landlord and Tenant 
Act, a sum which would 
be hard to find in the 
current financial cli¬ 
mate. 

The district also inti¬ 
mated that they might 
have to close the TIC and 
the public toilets at The 
Cobb if they lost valu¬ 
able revenue from the 
car park. 

Strategy and Policy 
Committee chairman 
Mark Gage, who led the 
delicate negotiations 
with the district council, 
with some skill I am 
told, started the debate 
with a clear and concise 
resume of the points in 
question. 

He concluded that the 
granting of a three-year 
lease would give the 
town council time to 
work with WDDC on 
how best the services 
under threat could be 


protected in the future. 

The only real dissent¬ 
ing voice came from for¬ 
mer mayor Michael 
Ellis. 

I thought she put up a 
sound argument for tak¬ 
ing back the car park 
now and paying the 
penalty, maintaining 
that the council would 
still come out of it with a 
profit and would get the 
full benefit of the 
£250,000 in takings in the 
two succesive years. 

Michaela’s argument 
was so strong that I won¬ 
dered whether I had 
jumped the gun in last 
week’s column by com¬ 
ing down firmly in 
favour of the new three 
year deal. 

Whilst she was pretty 
well a lone voice in this 
view, it was compelling 
stuff but I ended up with 
the majority view that 
the district now know 
they will be giving up 
the park in 2015 and both 
authorities have three 
years to solve the prob¬ 
lem of protecting the 
TIC and other services. 

More debates like this 
one please. 


Prompt response to Royal Mail complaints 


■ MY comments last week about the declining stan¬ 
dard in our postal service struck a cord with many of 
our readers. We received a number of letters carrying 
complaints, mainly about late delivery (one of which 
is published on our Letters Page this week). 

I also sent a letter to the manager of the Royal Mail 
sorting in office in Bridport as it appeared to me that 
the service has not been so efficient since the sorting 
office at the Lyme Regis Post Offce was closed last 
year and the staff transferred to Bridport. 

I received a prompt, courteous and efficient reply 


from the Bridport Delivery office seeking further in¬ 
formation and promising to look into my complaints. 

I also understand that one of two of the local pots- 
man have got the hump over my comments. I would 
like to make it clear that our own local potsman are 
polite and efficient; my main grouse is not the occa¬ 
sional wrongly delivered letter to our office but the 
fact that an increasing number of letters sent from 
this office never seem to arrive, even though they are 
addressed correctly.

For security reasons, it is not possible to release 
the name of the ship or the exact timing of the 
visit but the Mayor, Councillor Sally Holman, has- 
received confirmation that the ship will definitely 
be paying an official visit to Lyme. 

With advice from Deputy Lieutenant of Dorset, 
Minnie Churchill, and her partner Simon Bird, Sally 
has worked hard in getting a prestigeous Royal 
Navy vessel to visit the town to kick-start Lyme's 
celebrations to mark the Queen's Diamond Ju¬ 
bilee. 

When I was a young reporter such visits were a 
regularly occurence with the mayor and other 
civic dignatories always invited on board for a lav¬ 
ish reception. 

If my memory serves me right, sea conditions for 
one such visit were so rough that they even con¬ 
sidered off-loading the civic party by breeches 
buoy but I think they decided to cross the bay to 
Weymouth where a bus was provded to get the 
civic guests back to Lyme. 

I think this was during the term of office of the 
late Victor Homyer, a fisherman who served in the 
Royal Navy. 

The Royal Navy ship will be visiting Lyme during 
the same weekend as the Silverseas cruise ship 
which will see 100 or more Americans coming 
ashore for a 12-hour visit to Lyme. 

The Mayor is describing the weekend as"a really 
special" occasion for Lyme and promises that 
there will be plenty of "pomp and ceremony" 
around the town.

Not alone in 'feeling let down' 
by the Post Office services 


■ THIS is a copy of a letter sent to the Post Office man¬ 
agerfollowing Philip Evans’column in last week’s View 
From Lyme Regis (March 7th): 

I am writing to you to express my extreme dissatisfac¬ 
tion at the postal service here in Lyme Regis and Uplyme. 

In particular, the delivery times are very late - during 
weekdays usually no earlier than around noon and often 
even around 2pm. Today it was after 3pm. 

I have asked our very pleasant regular postman if there 
is anything that can be done to change his route to enable 
him to make an earlier delivery but so far it seems as if 
this is beyond his control. He seems to come down Ven- 
lake and then down Gore Lane to Lyme Road by The Tal¬ 
bot Arms quite early, and then to the Uplyme post 
office/shop, where he disappears and ends up coming 
down Gore Lane from the south (Ware Cross) direction, 
so we seem to be at the end of his route. 


I would be most grateful if something could be done to 
give us a delivery around 9am each day. And how about 
a later collection time at Uplyme, currently 3pm, 5pm at 
Broad Street, Lyme Regis, and on Saturday only midday? 
This is hardly helpful to those trying to run a business. 

This is a town that is struggling to survive in very dif¬ 
ficult economic times and it is high time that an essential 
service like the Post Office started offering a really good 
service. It is simply unacceptable to keep on raising the 
price of stamps and at the same time offer such a poor 
and erratic service. 

I do hope to hear positively from you. I am not alone in 
feeling let down and frustrated by your inadequate serv¬ 
ice and it is in your power to do something about it.

Medical centre: the pieces of the 
jigsaw slowly conning together 


■ I AM devastated at the way Dr Conway has been 
treated. Firstly he lost his right to hold the contract at 
Lyme Regis Medical Centre and now the loss of his con¬ 
tract to run the dental services from The Elms in Char- 
mouth. 

Dr Conway is a caring, much respected family doctor. 
However, maybe we didn’t all appreciate how he ran the 
medical centre behind the scenes, in a calm and efficient 
way. The problems of the past have nothing to do with 
how the practice was run, but everything to do with the 
building and how it was established. 

This whole process is like a very complicated jigsaw, 
and the picture that is evolving, following a failure by the 
PCT to renew Dr Conway’s dental contract is a worrying 
one. It seems to me that at best, the PCT is failing in its 
duty to the community by clumsily dismantling a suc¬ 
cessful dental practice in the hope of establishing a larger 
one. At worst, the PCT is trying to drive our doctor out 
oftheNHS. 

Maybe he has upset non-clinical managers in the past 
with his honest opinions. What the PCT don’t seem to re¬ 


alise is that honesty builds trust and respect and at the 
public meeting in Lyme Regis on Thursday, it is clear he 
has earned considerable respect from the community. The 
shame is that the PCT appears to be blind to the situation 
as it appears on our side of the fence. It is hard to think 
otherwise. 

Slowly and methodically the pieces of the jigsaw are 
being added. It is still not quite finished, but there are not 
many pieces left. These are the wording of the lease be¬ 
tween the owners of the medical centre and the PCT, the 
awarding of the medical and dental contracts to the win¬ 
ners, and the shape of the new medical and dental prac¬ 
tices that emerge. Then we will have the finished picture. 

It remains a little hazy without these missing pieces. I 
hope the PCT received a loud and clear message from the 
residents of Lyme Regis and Charmouth last Thursday 
(see page 5). Listen to us! You are public servants and we 
are the public! 

Our only hope is that the correct pieces are found.

T HETalbot Arms, in the heart of the village of Uplyme, near Lyme Regis, is a fam¬ 
ily friendly pub that has an idyllic setting on the banks of the river Lym. Under 
the ownership of Steve and Wendy Gardner, the pub has built an excellent local 
reputation for serving up hearty portions of quality home cooked pub food. 

After my usual Sunday morning round of golf, I was feeling extremely hungry and 
went for lunch at the Talbot Arms, and I was in for quite a treat. As soon as you walk 
through the front door you are greeted by a warm and friendly atmosphere, with 
very helpful staff, and importantly for me, a choice of quality local ales! 

I settled for a pint of Otter Bitter, and a table by the fireplace, which in the winter 
only adds to the warm, cozy nature of the pub. Not wasting any time, I went up to 
the carvery to the choice of meats. There was a beautiful joint of Beef, along with 
Ham andTurkey. Unsurprisingly, I opted for a bit of all three! The beef was cooked to 
absolute perfection, and you are given the choice if you would prefer a slice from 
the well done part of the joint, or the pink part, which as a true red blooded male I 
opted for, and it really was melt in the mouth good. 

Having selected my meats and gravy I then turned to the hot plate on the right, 
and had a huge selection of fresh vegetables to choose from, certainly enough to 
satisfy any appetite! The selection included Talbot Arms specialities of Cauliflower 
cheese, as well as curried leeks, I'm not normally a big fan of either of these vegeta¬ 
bles but let me tell you these variations are both truly delicious, and really make what 
I perceive as quite boring vegetables into something quite vibrant and exciting. 
There was also all the usual trimmings you would expect to find such as carrots, roast 
potatoes, Yorkshire puddings, red cabbage, broccoli, stuffing, and much more. 

When tucking in to the meal, it really is obvious that what you are eating has been 
sourced locally, as the freshness and quality really does speak for itself. It was an ab¬ 
solute delight, and at £8.95 per adult and £5.50 per child represents excellent value. 
If you have enough room left there is also a fine selection of sweets to choose from, 
including such favourites as treacle tart, and apple crumble. 
However having eaten enough meat and vegetables to feed 
a small family I was absolutely stuffed and couldn't quite 
manage any more! 

It's not just Sunday Lunch that is served at The Talbot, the 
sample menu on the opposite page gives you an idea of 
what you can tuck into throughout the rest of the week.Tues- 
day night in particular is Fish & Chip night, where a take away 
option is also available. 

Steve and Wendy have also knocked down the old skittle 
alley and built five beautifully presented en-suite rooms, 
which are available on a Bed & Breakfast basis, so why not 
make a night of it and stay over? Reservations are advised for 
both the restaurant and the rooms, especially in the busy 
summer months, so give them a call now on 01297 443136 
and see for yourself what the Talbot Arms has to offer.

1AM response to PACT'S 
older driver report 


1AM chief executive Simon Best said: 
"With the number of drivers over the age 
of 80 now over one million, a strategy 
for this area is essential. 

"Older people need their cars which 
give them better mobility and access to 
more activities and services. Those who 
wish to continue driving beyond the age 
of 70 should only be prevented from 
doing so if there are compelling reasons. 
Rather than seeking to prevent older 
people from driving, we should make 
them more aware of the risks they face, 
and offer them driving assessments to 
helpthem eliminate bad habits. Driving 
helps older people play a full and active 
part in society." 

A national strategy for an ageing car¬ 
driving population is vital, a report by a 
Whitehall advisory body has said. 

The number of older motorists hold¬ 
ing driving licences has risen consider¬ 
ably in recent years, the report from the 
Parliamentary Advisory Council for 
Transport Safety (Pacts) said. 

But it added that reductions in the 
number of people killed or seriously in¬ 
jured on the roads have fallen far more 
slowly among older drivers. 

The report said that while only 15% 
of over-70s held a driving licence in 
1975, the figure for 2010 was nearly 
60%. Also, 80% of current 60-69 year 
olds hold licences and will continue to 
drive for around the next 20 years. More 
than 80% of 30-39 year olds are licence 
holders and will drive until at least 2050. 

Pacts said: "The report therefore con¬ 
cludes that older road users are here to 


stay and that a national strategy for an 
ageing population is vital." 

The report also pointed out that 
pedestrian deaths and serious injuries 
among all ages had fallen 41% between 
2000 and 2010, but the fall for 60 to 69- 
year-old pedestrians was 37%, for 70- 
79 year olds it was 40% and for those 80 
or over it was 33%. 

The car-occupant death and serious 
injury reduction for all ages between 
2000 and 2010 was 54%. But the fall for 
60-69 year old car occupants was only 
44%, with the decline for 70-79 year 
olds being 43% and for those aged 80 or 
over it was only 16%. 

The report also drew the distinction 
between road users who were at risk 
and who posed a risk to others. Older 
road users tended to be in the former 
group, it said. 

The report added that it was therefore 
essential that planning decisions were 
"health-checked" for older people and 
that the medical profession was more 
effective in giving advice on both phys¬ 
ical and mental fitness to drive. 

Pacts executive director Robert Gifford 
said: "Over the next decade the balance 
of the population in this country will 
change. Older people need to be kept 
mobile and safe. I hope that this report 
will generate a national discussion 
about the state of our pavements and 
the relevance of self-regulation when it 
comes to giving up your driving licence. 
We need to move beyond seeing older 
people as a problem to viewing them as 
contributing to a mixed society."

Seat reveals lower prices for new Ibiza Range 


FRESH from its triumphant debut at the recent Geneva Motor Show 
the latest iteration of SEAT'S most successful and well-known 
model, the Ibiza supermini, is being prepared for its UK showroom 
launch next month. 

Just days after the wraps came off the new version of SEAT'S multi¬ 
million seller in Switzerland, SEAT UK is confirming exact pricing and 
specification details of the new range which will be available to 
order this month. 

The great news for Ibiza buyers is that the new model is intro¬ 
duced without a price increase over the outgoing car. In fact SEAT 
is confirming that the majority of New Ibiza derivatives will be avail¬ 
able at a lower price than their outgoing equivalents. 

Thus the entry-level New Ibiza - the 1.2-litre 60 PS E in three-door 
SC bodystyle - remains available at just £9,995 RRP on the road. 

As before, the UK range extends up from the E through S A/C and 
SE to the sporty FR model. For the first time, too, New Ibiza ST buy¬ 
ers will be able to enjoy the dynamic delights of an FR version as 
SEAT expands its Formula Racing sub-brand to its svelte supermini 
estate. 

The core basic model in the new line up - the SEAT Ibiza S A/C - 
is offered at an average of £300 less than the outgoing S Copa edi¬ 
tions. The most affordable Ibiza 5dr is therefore the 1.2 70 PS S /C 
model, at just £11,430 RRP on the road. This engine is also now 
available in the Ibiza ST body style, giving it a significantly reduced 
starting price of only £12,140 RRP. 

On the mid-level New Ibiza SE, there's a similar £300 average price 
reduction versus the outgoing SE Copa. Here, all Ibiza body-styles 
have the same four derivatives on offer. The accessible 1.4 85 PS 
petrol model is joined by the sprightly 1.2 TS1105 PS, with state-of- 
the-art seven-speed DSG for those who require an automatic. Two 
diesels are offered in this spec; the hyper-frugal 92 g/km 1.2TDI 75 
PS Ecomotive and the 1.6TDI 105 PS. The latter is available in SE 
trim for the first time. 

The great news for fans of SEAT'S sporty and stylish FR trim is that 
it now occupies an even more affordable place in the extensive Ibiza 
range, with engine availability widened to include turbocharged 
105 PS units in both petrol and diesel. The established higher-end 
FR derivatives - 1.4-litre TSI 150 PS DSG-auto and 2.0-litre TDI 143 
PS turbodiesel - are also available at much lower prices - up to a 
massive £1,100 less, in fact. For the very first time FR is also now 
available on the Ibiza ST, for those who crave a practical yet gen¬ 
uinely sporty small estate. 

As on the outgoing model, the'walk'from any Ibiza SC model to 
the equivalent 5dr model is just £500. To move from 5dr to ST is an¬ 
other £710 in every case. 

Of course aside from compelling new prices, the design of the 
New Ibiza has been fully updated in line with SEAT'S latest styling 
direction. Since 2008 the brand has shown a stunning selection of 
concept vehicles - most recently the IBE, IBX and IBL - which point 
the way to a range of all-new models yet to come. 

Under the stewardship of new Head of Design Alejandro 
Mesonero-Romanos the New Ibiza takes on many of the sharp, dy¬ 
namic details which will be a hallmark of SEAT design in the coming 
years. 


Thus the New Ibiza boasts reshaped headlights that now include 
sculptural elements inside the clusters similar to the new Alhambra 
MPV and the recently-revised Exeo family of executive class saloons 
and estates. Specifying optional bi-xenon headlights also adds LED 
daytime running lights for an even bolder appearance. 

Elsewhere the front grille is smaller and sharper, front fog lights 
take on a rectangular shape and the front end on all models now 
features the sporty,'downward-facing'trapezoidal lower grille for¬ 
merly limited to FR and Cupra models. Finally, at the front, the re¬ 
vised bonnet features a strong central crease line - a key design cue 
taken from the IBE and IBL concept cars. 

At the back the New Ibiza's tail lights have been redesigned. 
Curved and semi-circular elements have been replaced with 
sharper lines while FR models gain LED tail lights for an even more 
distinctive light signature. The rear bumpers have been changed, 
too, with sharper lines tracing the rear'diffuser'section. 

Students of SEAT design might also spot that New Ibiza 5dr and 
ST models now feature gloss black'B'and'C'pillars, while eye-catch¬ 
ing new colours have been added to the palette, including Lima 
Green. New alloy wheel designs complete the exterior changes. 

Inside, new typography on the instrument dials and a refreshed 
climate control display makes things clearer and more stylish on the 
New Ibiza. There are redesigned steering wheels across the range, 
including a flat-bottomed design on FR. Finally even the glovebox 
has been enlarged, with significantly more storage and the addition 
of an interior light. 

Managing Director of SEAT UK, Peter Wyhinny, said: 'We're really 
excited about the imminent arrival of the New Ibiza in the UK. 

'This stylish new supermini ticks all the boxes for buyers by being 
not just significantly more modern to look at, more stylish, more 
practical and, with the debut of the Ibiza ST FR, significantly more 
fun. But, crucially, our best-seller is now also even more affordable, 
too! 

'SEAT celebrated record sales in the UK in 2011 and, with the ar¬ 
rival of the New Ibiza, I'm confident we can look forward to contin¬ 
uing that success through 2012 and beyond.' 

The new cars are available to order now, with a nationwide show¬ 
room launch planned for late April.

FOLLOWING the Rallye Sunseeker the second National 
Championship motorsport event in two weekends came to 
Dorset in the form of the Motor Sports Association British 
CarTrials Championship at Hog Cliff Farm near Maiden New¬ 
ton. 

Organised by the Woolbridge Motor Club the event com¬ 
prised of two categories; the National event which catered 
for those contesting the British series and the Clubmans di¬ 
vision which was populated by drivers not registered for the 
national championships, and this included mostly local 
competitors. 

Although in different categories the drivers all competed 
on the same sections so their scores were directly compa¬ 
rable. 

Reigning, and seven times, national champion, Barrie 
Parker, was determined to repeat his success of last year in 
his Toyota MR2 sports car. 

Competing in Class One for two wheel drive production 
cars without any ballast (ballast helps to gain grip in slippery 
conditions) Parker made a positive start in wet conditions. 

Prior to the eighth and final test of the first round the mul¬ 
tiple champion had amassed 41 penalty points to lead Cit¬ 
roen Saxo pilot Nick Pollitt by four points. However a 
maximum score of 12 points on the eighth test reduced his 
advantage to a single point. 

During the second round conditions deteriorated further 
but Parker excelled on the muddy tests only dropping 41 
points for the round and building a lead of seven points. 

Pollitt remained his nearest challenger and thus the situ¬ 
ation remained during the afternoon's dryer tests with the 
Japanese machine finally finishing ahead of the French by 
15 points. 

Class Two of the National event featured front wheel drive 
production cars (with ballast) and here Colin Read soon'got 



his eye in'with his effective Volkswagen Golf GTi quickly 
leaving the Honda Civic driven by Paul Manning and Robert 
Williams in his wake. 

The Clubmans category comprised of two classes. One 
well supported for front wheel drive machines and the sec¬ 
ond for sports cars. 

The former boasted an entry of 15 drivers. During the slip¬ 
pery first round Weymouth driver Graham Blake displayed 
his experience at the wheel of a Nissan Micra with total 
penalties of 53 points a mere brace of points ahead of Volk¬ 
swagen Golf exponent Paul Johnston who in turn headed 
James Forsyth by a single point. 

The second round of eight tests saw the competition be¬ 
come more intense with Blake and Forsyth equal on 113 
penalty points but with Johnston in the lead on 104. 

Improved weather conditions brought about a change in 
the fortunes of some of the competitors in this class. 

With amendments to the tests and a drying of the ground 
Mini Clubman 1275 GT driver Bob Bennetts from Stoke sub 
Hamdon made his move. With a score of 129 at lunch the 
long-time Mini exponent had 25 points to make up. 

By the end of the third round he was tying with Johnston 
for the class lead on 166 penalties. 

At the end of the trial he had only dropped a further 32 
points to take first overall in the two clubman's classes with 
a seven point advantage over Johnston, the winner of the 
front wheel drive class. 

The second class in the clubman's event saw the Austin 
Nippy of Alistair Stevenson involved in an epic battle with 
the John York's MG Midget. The Weymouth drivers enjoyed 
a day-long encounter with equal scores after the first round; 
73 penalty points each. 

By the halfway stage the MG man had opened up a lead 
of four but by the conclusion of the third round in drying 
conditions Stevenson had pulled one back. 

Would the eight tests of the final round be enough to steal 
the advantage? 

The answer was yes with the Nippy driver snatching the 
win by a single point having gained a clean (nil penalties) 
on the fourth section from the finish.

League title to mark 140th anniversary? 


I COUNTED myself fortunate to have been given 
an invitation to the Weymouth RFC vice-presi¬ 
dents' and sponsors' luncheon where, after a 
plaque had been unveiled to mark the club's 
140th season, by local member of parliament 
Richard Drax before the home side took on Ivel 
Barbarians from Yeovil.

The try could not be converted but Weymouth 
were good value for their 15-0 lead, for they were 
playing with an intensity and physicality that their 
opponents could not match.
